secting this noble fo wl. 


CARVING A TURKEY. 
A skillful carver places the fork in the 
bird and does not remove it until the 
whole is divided. 
The turkey having been 
relieved of string s and skewers used in 
trussing , should be placed on the table 
w ith the head or neck a t the carver's left 
hand. 
F irst insert the fork firmly as indicated 
in the fig ure, then remove the whole leg 
and thig h by n cut shown at a; next re­ 
move the w ing by a cut, as a t b, letting 
these parts lie on the platter. 
Then cut 
dow nw ard as m any slices from the breast, 
th e w hite m eat, as m ay be desired (as 
shown in the lines a t c); then m ake an 
opening into the cavity of the bird, h id­ 
den in the fig ure here g iven, by the leg , 
for dipping out the inside dressing . 
Next 
separate tlie leg from the thig h or second 
joint. 
The side bone is removed by c ut­ 
ting down from above as shown a t dd.

If the pro cess is pro perly 
co nducted it will 
no t ta ke o ver twenty -fo ur ho urs. 
It is 
indispensa ble tha t the ba rrel be tightly 
co vered to reta in the stea m. 
If y ou liatA? inch bone g round in a bone 
mill and feel y ou cannot afford to purchase 
sulphuric arid to work it up into super­ 
phosphate, y ou can reduce the bones to a 
tine powder by m ixing three parts of 
loamy soil to one p art of the g round hone.

B uckw heat promises a 
product exceeding 11,000,000 bushels. The 
averag e y ield f« >r the hay crop is close upon 
45,000 000 tons. The potato product shows 
h ig her y ields in the east and lower in the 
w est than last y ear, g iving a product for 
the whole country of 103,000,000 bushels.

O nio n* fo r W in te r Cue 
There are m any way s of keeping g ood, 
sound, ripe, dry onions. 
The g reat point 
is to keep them dry . 
You m ust rem em ­ 
ber th a t even a ripe, dry onion contains 
a t least 8 0 per cent, of w ater, and w hen 
a larg e m ass of them are kept tog ether 
they are liable to sw eat and the skins and 
tops become dam p, and, if the tem pera­ 
ture is above freezing , they will throw 
out roots and beg in to g row. 
Joseph 
H arris, in The A m erican A g riculturist, 
say s: “ If necessary to keep onions in a 
larg e m ass p ut them in a dry pla;e, such 
as a shed or a ba rn.” 
In m any local it ies 
they will freeze solid and stay frozen till 
the spring , in which case they m ust be 
well covered to keep them from thaw ing . 
In sm aller quantities onions can be 
placed in slat, boxes, holding about a 
bushel each. 
The lower boxes should be 
placed on boards and not on the cellar 
lloor.
